REPORT. 


The  Department  of  Public  Safety  as  now  established  by 
law  is  organized  as  shown  by  the  arrangement  of  divisions 
and  bureaus  below.  Every  member  of  the  force  has  police 
authority,  and  is  subject  and  available  for  police  duty  in 
emergencies  when  called  upon  by  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth.

A  Division  of  State  Police,  under  my  own  immediate 
charge. 

A  Division  of  Inspection,  under  the  charge  of  a  director 
known  as  Chief  of  Inspections. 

A  Division  of  Fire  Prevention,  under  the  charge  of  a  di- 
rector known  as  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 

A  Bureau  of  Sunday  Censorship,  acting  under  the  law 
relative  to  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  day,  chapter  136  of 
the  General  Laws. 

A  Bureau  of  Explosives  and  Inflammables,  acting  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  and 
amendments  thereof. 

A  Bureau  for  the  Storage  of  Liquids,  acting  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  State  Boxing  Commission,  acting  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  147  of  the  General  Laws,  is  also  established  to 
serve  within  this  Department. 

There  follows  in  sequence  the  detailed  reports  of  the  sev- 
eral divisions,  subdivisions  and  bureaus  accompanied  by 
statistics,  an  analysis  of  which  will  show  a  notable  increase 
in  the  amount  of  work  performed  by  the  Department  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.

Increase  in  arrests,  convictions  and  investigations  by  the 
State  Police  is  partially  accounted  for  during  the  period^ 
covered,  by  the  activities  of  the  State  Police  Patrol. 

Still  further  increases  in  other  divisions  would  have  been 
in  order  had  it  not  been  for  the  disturbed  condition  of  busi- 
ness caused  by  labor  troubles  which  necessitated  partial 
suspension,  temporarily,  of  normal  activities  and  the  time 
devoted  to  the  safeguarding  of  life  and  property.

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DIVISION   OF   STATE   POLICE. 


This  particular  Division  of  the  Department  has  experi- 
enced during  the  year  a  period  of  unusual  activity  due  to 
unsettled  conditions  in  the  country  and  particularly  to  the 
railroad  strike  which  was  instituted  July  1.  On  this  duty 
was  employed  nearly  all  of  our  detectives  and  inspectors  at 
important  railroad  points,  to  aid  in  the  preservation  of  good 
order  and  protection  of  property. 

Two  camps  were  established  on  neutral  ground  adjacent 
to  places  where  large  numbers  of  men  were  employed,  and 
keen  and  constant  observation  was  had  of  all  that  took  place. 

But  few  disturbances  occurred,  and  these  were  promptly 
quelled,  those  engaged  in  them  being  amenable  to  the  firm 
attitude  assumed  and  the  sound  reasoning  of  our  officers, 
together  with  the  reputation  of  this  body,  established  years 
ago. 

The  mere  fact  that  the  State  Police  were  "on  the  job1' 
carried  with  it  the  respect  for  authority  that  this  branch 
of  the  service  has  so  well  earned  by  its  proven  efficiency  and 
dependability  in  times  past. 

Owing  to  the  strike  duty  the  routine  of  the  Department 
was  much  interfered  with,  and  normal  activities  to  a  large 
extent  were  temporarily  suspended  during  the  period  while 
so  employed,  and  much  important  work  in  the  line  of  investi- 
gation and  prosecution  was  necessarily  stopped. 

The  following  figures  show  the  time  spent  by  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Department  while  these  conditions  existed :  — 

State  Police,  detectives     ....  14  men,  a  total  of  533  days. 

Fire  inspectors 9  men,  a  total  of  315  days. 

Building  inspectors 11  men,  a  total  of  478  days. 

Boiler  inspectors 10  men,  a  total  of  300  days. 


Total 1,626  day: 
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The  State  Police  Patrol  was  not  used  in  any  way  in  con- 
nection with  the  strike,  but  has  continued  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  for  which  it  was  particularly  authorized  and  in 
the  performance  of  which  it  has  further  and  even  more  firmly 
established  itself  in  the  esteem  of  the  public. 

The  Legislature  of  1922  authorized  the  increase  of  this 
force  from  50  to  140,  not  more  than  60  of  which  were  to  be 
appointed  during  the  current  year  (chapter  331,  Acts  of 
1922).  This  act  was  approved  by  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor on  April  26,  1922,  and  became  operative  July  26,  at 
which  time  30  appointments  were  made  under  the  new 
act,  and  such  others  as  were  necessary  to  fill  existing  va- 
cancies in  the  force,  and  were  at  once  sent  to  headquarters 
of  Troop  A  at  Framingham  and  pursued  the  course  of  train- 
ing laid  down,  which  was,  in  general,  along  the  same  lines 
as  that  followed  in  the  previous  class.  This  occupied  three 
months,  and  the  class  graduated  with  proper  ceremony  and 
practical  demonstration  of  fitness  on  October  27.  This  class 
was  at  once  organized  as  the  third  troop,  designated  as 
Troop  C,  with  headquarters  at  Paxton,  where  adequate 
quarters  had  been  obtained. 

The  force  now  consists  of  three  troops,  stationed  as  fol- 
lows: A  at  Framingham,  B  at  Northampton,  and  C  at 
Paxton. 

Each  troop  has  certain  outlying  or  substations,  strategi- 
cally located  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  long  runs  in  emer- 
gency, and  to  more  completely  cover  the  territory  allotted 
to  it.  The  force  at  these  substations  is  generally  composed 
of  five  men,  and  experience  thus  far  gained  has  proven  the 
plan  to  be  proper  and  effective. 

The  force  is  self-sustaining  as  far  as  is  possible,  the  mem- 
bers themselves  performing  the  labor  necessary  to  keep  in  re- 
pair their  quarters  and  equipment,  thus  constituting  a  saving 
to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  coming  year  will  witness  the  completion  of  the  force 
as  authorized,  which,  when  accomplished,  will  enable  us  to 
effectually  cover  the  area  of  the  State. 

The  value  of  this  mobile  force,  its  swift  and  far-reaching 
availability,  together  with  its  co-operation  with  the  detec- 
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tive  force,  make  a  combination  of  police  protection  so  well 
balanced  and  effective,  so  productive  of  results,  that  the 
people  may  take  justifiable  pride  in  their  State  Police.  Un- 
ostentatious, courteous,  efficient,  helpful,  and  always  ready, 
these  men  are  constantly  on  the  alert  to  protect  and  promote 
the  safety  of  life  and  property  within  the  Commonwealth. 

REPORT   ON   STATE   POLICE   STEAMER  "LOTIS." 

This  vessel  was  in  commission  from  June  7,  1922,  to  Nov. 
16,  1922,  a  total  of  162  days.  The  motor  boat  is  available  for 
service  as  long  as  the  season  permits. 

The  steamer  is  twenty-four  years  old,  of  light  construction, 
and  of  a  design  of  hull  and  housing  which  is  not  especially 
seaworthy  in  heavy  or  even  moderate  weather.  This,  coupled 
with  the  necessity  of  towing  the  motor  boat,  and  the  un- 
usually strong  seas  that  have  run  most  of  the  time  during 
•the  season,  has  materially  hampered  our  effective  patroling 
of  the  State  waters. 

The  custom  established  last  year  of  making  headquarters 
at  Newburyport,  Gloucester,  Salem  Willows,  Lynn,  Boston, 
Scituate,-  Plymouth  and  Provincetown,  and  patroling  the 
intermediate  rivers,  harbors,  and  bays  with  the  motor  boat, 
was  followed  this  year,  thereby  materially  decreasing  the 
cost  of  operation  and  allowing  a  greater  area  to  be  covered. 
The  draft  of  the  steamer  will  not  allow  her  to  enter  all 
places. 

During  the  season  work  has  been  done  under  the  following 
heads:  fish  and  game  preservation,  the  muffler  law  for  motor 
boats,  and  pollution  of  rivers  and  harbors  by  oil,  to  which, 
since  last  year,  we  were  fortunately  able  to  add:  the  re- 
covery of  property,  rendering  assistance  to  boats  in  distress, 
assisting  in  the  saving  of  human  and  animal  life,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  regulations  regarding  the  transportation 
of  gasoline  in  the  harbor. 

A  motor  boat  (D-250)  was  picked  up  in  Lynn  Harbor  and 
returned  to  its  owner. 

Motor  boat  "Natalia"  was  found  disabled  about  one  and 
one-half  miles  northeast  of  Scituate  bell  buoy,   with  night 
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and  threatening  weather  coming  on,  and  was  towed  to  a  place 
of  safety. 

Motor  boat  "Victor  III"  was  found  dragging  her  anchor 
and  going  ashore  during  a  blow,  and  was  hauled  to  safety 
and  secured. 

A  member  of  the  crew  jumped  overboard  in  Provincetown 
Harbor  and  rescued  one  of  the  ladies  in  a  party  aboard  the 
"Victor  III." 

The  motor  boat's  crew  rendered  assistance  to  a  power  boat 
in  distress  that  was  stranded  on  Calf  Island,  taking  the 
party,  consisting  of  eight  persons,  to  a  place  of  safety,  and 
assisting  them  to  salvage  their  boat.  The  sea  and  wind  were 
very  high  at  this  time. 

The  barge  "Mischief"  was  found  loading  and  transporting 
gasoline  without  a  permit  or  the  necessary  sand  boxes  and 
extinguishers  aboard. 

Thirty-eight  motor  boats  were  found  and  boarded  which 
were  making  so  much  noise  by  their  exhaust  that  we  felt 
justified  in  warning  them  and  giving  them  a  time  limit  to 
make  them  reasonably  quiet.  This  was  done  in  practically 
every  case,  although  some  of  the  owners  thought  there  was 
no  law  in  the  matter,  as  they  felt  the  Legislature,  in  failing 
to  pass  our  proposed  bill  at  the  last  session,  nullified  all  law 
in  this  matter. 

Very  successful  co-operation  was  again  established  with  the 
Department  of  Conservation  to  assist  them  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  fish  and  game  laws.  Sixty-five  complaints  were 
prosecuted,  out  of  which  thirty-two  convictions  were  secured 
and  fines  aggregating  $647  imposed,  $300  of  which  was  on 
suspended  sentences.  I  wish  to  extend  to  the  wardens  of 
this  Division  my  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  for  their 
untiring  zeal  and  energy  while  we  were  on  this  dangerous  and 
often  difficult  work. 

In  connection  with  the  city  police,  one  conviction  was 
secured  against  the  chief  engineer  of  the  steamship  "West 
Kidder"  for  pumping  oil  into  the  harbor,  and  a  suspended 
fine  of  $100  was  imposed. 

The  law  on  the  pollution  of  waters  is  very  hard  to  enforce 
from  the  standpoint  of  securing  convictions,  as  one  must  be 
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on  the  spot  with  witnesses  when  the  offence  is  committed. 
There  are  no  qualifying  conditions  embodied  in  the  regula- 
tions. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  figures  that  a  great  deal 
more  was  accomplished  than  in  previous  years,  even  with 
the  handicaps  of  weather  and  a  light  vessel.  The  fact  that 
Massachusetts  waters,  shores,  harbors  and  beaches  are  as 
clean  as  those  of  any  State  not  having  oil  industries  within 
their  borders,  and  that  oil  is  used  for  commercial  purposes 
in  this  State  to  such  a  great  extent,  its  use  constantly  in- 
creasing, proves  the  efficiency  of  the  patrol  and  the  interest 
taken  by  those  handling  oil  in  eliminating  its  objectionable 
features.  Boston  Harbor,  through  which  most  of  the  oil 
traffic  passes,  and  on  whose  shores  there  are  two  refineries, 
is  practically  clean,  and  is  acknowledged  by  those  interested 
to  be  the  cleanest  oil-receiving  port  in  the  country. 

It  is  urgently  requested  that  the  matter  of  providing  a 
new,  stronger  and  more  seaworthy  boat  be  given  the  con- 
sideration its  importance  merits.

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Motion  pictures  continue  to  form  by  far  the  greater  part 
of  all  entertainments  which  are  held  on  the  Lord's  day,  and 
all  such  pictures  must  be  submitted  for  approval  before  a 
representative  of  the  Commissioner,  after  which  a  list  of  all 
approved  pictures  is  issued  from  which  list  licensees  of 
theatres  and  halls  secure  their  Sunday  bookings. 

Attention  was  called  in  the  last  annual  report  to  the  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  films  submitted  to  this  Depart- 
ment, and  recommendations  were  made  to  provide  an  assist- 
ant to  the  officer  detailed  for  this  duty.  A  short  time  ago 
this  was  accomplished,  but  it  is  found  that  the  volume  of 
business  is  still  increasing  and  our  machinery  is  still  inade- 
quate. It  is  impossible  at  present  to  allow  more  than  one 
hour  in  each  week  to  each  film  exchange;  this,  of  course, 
is  a  hardship  to  the  film  industry,  the  theatrical  people 
and  to  persons  who  attend  Lord's  day  entertainments.  It 
would  appear  that  if  the  Department  is  obliged  to  view 
each  reel  of  film  before  it  is  allowed  to  be  shown  on  Sunday, 
the  necessary  assistance  and  machinery  should  be  provided 
to  efficiently  dispose  of  the  work  that  is  thus  entailed. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  urgently  recommended  that 
the  present  room  and  equipment  used  in  connection  with 
this  work  be  turned  over  entirely  to  the  Division  of  In- 
spections, to  be  used  for  the  examination  of  moving-picture 
operators  and  for  laboratory  purposes  for  the  testing  and 
approving  of  the  various  apparatus  used  for  the  projection 
of  moving  pictures;  that  a  room  or  rooms  of  sufficient 
capacity  with  three  screens  and  six  standard  moving-picture 
machines  be  provided  immediately;  and  that  three  members 
of  the  Department  be  detailed  for  this  work,  or  that  three 
additional  members  be.  appointed  to  the  Department  for 
this  purpose.

BUREAU    OF    EXPLOSIVES   AND    INFLAMMABLES. 

This  Bureau  is  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  section 
12,  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter 
255  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  and  is  under  exclusive  charge  of  the 
expert  assistant  to  the  Commissioner. 

The  duties  of  the  position  are  many  and  varied,  requiring 
not  only  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  chemistry  of  explosives, 
inflammables,  gases  and  oils,  together  with  the  judgment 
necessary  to  handle  such  substances  with  safety,  but  a 
technical  knowledge  to  determine  correctly  the  cause  and 
origin  of  explosions  and  fires,  several  of  which  have  occurred 
during  the  past  year,  attended  with  serious  loss  of  life. 

The  expert  assistant  is  conversant  with  the  laws  governing 
fire  prevention,  and  assists  the  State  Fire  Marshal  in  the 
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compilation  of  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department, 
particularly  those  applicable  to  explosives  and  inflammables 
and  the  construction  and  location  of  buildings  containing 
such  substances.  Many  new  inventions  and  compounds  of 
this  nature  have  appeared  on  the  market  during  the  past 
year,  among  which  are  a  number  of  forms  of  domestic  oil- 
heating  apparatus,  the  demand  for  which  has  been  stimulated 
by  the  shortage  of  coal.  These  have  necessitated  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  work  on  the  revision  of  our  rules  and 
regulations  to  prevent  the  creation  of  additional  fire-hazard 
conditions. 

The  expert  assistant  also  takes  charge  of  illegal  explosives 
and  war  souvenirs,  calls  to  which  he  responds  by  automobile, 
it  being  illegal  to  transport  such  articles  on  a  public  con- 
veyance. 

His  services  are  considered  of  great  importance  and  value 
to  the  Department  and  have  been  eminently  satisfactory. 

His  laboratory  service  is  performed  at  the  Department 
laboratory  now  located  at  Boylston  Street,  South  End.  The 
removal  of  the  laboratory  to  some  room  in  the  State  House 
would  be  of  decided  advantage  to  the  Department,  would 
enable  the  greater  use  of  the  apparatus  resulting  in  more 
work  than  is  possible  now,  and  would  also  effect  a  saving  in 
rental  and  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  present  location.

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RELATIVE    TO    THE    BUREAU    FOR    THE    STORAGE    OF 

LIQUIDS. 

This  Bureau  is  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
54  and  55,  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws,  amended  by 
chapter  104,  Acts  of  1921. 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  officer  detailed  in  charge  of 
this  Bureau  performed  these  duties  in  connection  with  those 
of  the  Police  Steamer  "Lotis." 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  177  tanks  during  the  past 
year  that  come  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  94 
visits  of  inspection  were  made;  31  more  cities  and  towns 
are  added  to  the  list  of  those  in  which  tanks  have  been 
previously  installed. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  tanks  constructed  is 
due  to  several  reasons,  which  are  primarily  as  follows:  large 
power  plants  changing  from  coal  to  oil  fuel  under  their 
boilers,  due  in  some  measure  to  the  coal  situation;  growth 
of  the  several  refineries  in  the  State,  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  supply  stations  constructed  by  the  large  oil  and 
gasoline  companies  necessitated  by  the  demand  for  their 
products. 

Owing  to  its  cleanliness,  efficiency,  ease  of  handling,  and  in 
large  plants  the  great  saving  in  labor,  this  industry  will  un- 
doubtedly continue  to  have  a  steady  and  rapid  growth  for 
some  years  to  come. 

The  general  public's  lack  of  understanding  about  the  safe 
handling  and  storage  of  oil,  and  the  large  sums  involved  in 
its  installation,  especially  in  the  larger  plants,  necessitates 
the  spending  of  a  great  deal  of  time  in  consultation  and  in- 
struction with  the  parties  interested. 

The  matter  of  keeping  the  retaining  basins  clean  was  given 
considerable  attention,  and  several  warnings  were  issued. 
The  principal  offenders  in  this  matter  were  the  large  oil 
companies,  one  of  which  was  storing  large  numbers  of  empty 
gasoline  and  oil  barrels  in  the  basins.  Aside  from  the  above- 
mentioned  cases,  which  were  undoubtedly  brought  about  by 
the  rapid  and  enormous  increase  in  the  volume  of  business 
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done,  and  the  difficulty  of  enlarging  the  stations  at  short 
notice,  coupled  with  bad  transportation  facilities,  no  serious 
trouble  was  experienced  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  In  fact,  a  remarkably  willing  spirit  of  co-operation  was 
manifested  by  practically  all  parties  concerned.

RELATIVE  TO  PRIVATE  DETECTIVE  LICENSES. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  me,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Laws,  chapter  147,  sections  22  to  30,  to  provide 
for  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  private  detectives. 
During  the  twelve  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1922,  there  have 
been  13  original  private  detective  licenses  granted  and  26 
licenses  renewed.  Of  this  number,  10,  licensed  as  partner- 
ships or  corporations,  have  paid  fees  of  $200  each,  and  the 
29  remaining,  licensed  as  individuals,  have  paid  fees  of  $100 
each,  making  a  total  of  $4,900,  which  amount  has  been  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 


RELATIVE  TO  THE  SALE  AND  CARRYING  OF  FIREARMS. 

The  enactment  of  chapter  485  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  amend- 
ing chapter  140,  sections  121  to  131,  of  the  General  Laws 
relative  to  the  sale  and  carrying  of  firearms,  imposed  upon 
this  Department  the  supervision  of  records  of  sales  made  and 
licenses  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

Prior  to  Aug.  29,  1922,  the  date  on  which  the  law  became 
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operative,  forms  were  furnished  to  the  licensing  authorities 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  as  provided  in  sections  122A 
and  131  of  the  act,  and  during  the  period  in  which  the  law 
has  been  in  operation  the  following  records  were  received  and 
recorded  in  files  established  for  the  purpose:  — -

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DIVISION   OF   INSPECTION. 


The  Division  of  Inspection  is  composed  of  the  Chief  of 
Inspections,  eighteen  building  inspectors  and  twenty-five 
boiler  inspectors,  as  provided  by  chapter  22  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  Commonwealth  is  divided  into  districts,  there  being 
seventeen  building  inspection  and  twenty-five  boiler  inspec- 
tion districts;  and  one  inspector  is  assigned  to  each  district 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  particular 
statute  under  which  he  is  appointed. 

The  building  inspectors  enforce  the  provisions  of  chapter 
143,  General  Laws,  which  relate  to  the  inspection  of  build- 
ings of  certain  classes,  the  inspection  of  elevators,  the  en- 
forcement of  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Elevator  Regu- 
lations, and  the  inspection  of  cinematographs  and  licensing 
of  operators  for  same.  One  of  the  building  inspectors  is 
designated  by  the  Commissioner  as  Supervisor  of  Plans. 

The  boiler  inspectors  enforce  the  provisions  of  chapter  146, 
General  Laws,  relating  to  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers, 
air  tanks,  ammonia  compressors,  and  the  appliances  neces- 
sary for  their  safe  operation,  in  accordance  with  rules  formu- 
lated by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  a  permanent  Board 
provided  for  by  chapter  146  and  the  provisions  of  law  relat- 
ing to  the  licensing  of  engineers,  firemen  and  operators  of 
hoisting  machinery. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  officers  of  the  Division 
have  enforced  the  various  laws  under  their  jurisdiction  with 
very  little  friction  during  the  year,  and,  while  as  strict 
compliance  as  ever  has  been  demanded,  very  little  adverse 
criticism  has  reached  the  headquarters  office.  Besides  their 
many  duties,  the  nature  of  which  is  special  or  technical,  the 
inspectors  are  also  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
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Commissioner,  and  may  at  any  time  be  used  for  police 
service  in  times  of  emergency.  Their  services  at  such  times 
can  never  be  properly  estimated  unless  we  bear  in  mind  the 
opportunity  for  the  commission  of  malicious  acts  during  such 
disorders,  and  of  the  need  for  men  of  this  kind  to  correct 
them.  Their  availability  has  been  demonstrated  during  the 
year  by  the  services  rendered  by  this  Division. 


BOARD    OF    ELEVATOR    REGULATIONS. 

Upon  request  for  changes  in  the  elevator  regulations,  the 
Commissioner  appointed  a  Board  of  Elevator  Regulations  in 
September,  1921;  but,  in  consequence  of  the  necessity  for 
filling  vacancies,  the  Board  was  not  finally  organized  until 
November,  1921.  The  Board  has  held  thirty-three  meetings 
during  the  year,  and  gone  carefully  over  the  regulations  as 
they  previously  existed,  making  only  such  changes  as  they 
thought  necessary  for  safety. 

The  elevator  industry  has  made  rapid  strides  during  recent 
years,  so  much  so  that  the  elevator  has  become  a  very 
technical  machine.  Persons  employed  to  operate  cannot  be 
expected  to  know  much  about  the  construction  of  the  ma- 
chines, and  their  care  and  upkeep  must  necessarily  be  left 
to  mechanics.  There  are  many  varied  interests  concerned 
in  the  enactment  of  regulations,  the  manufacturer,  the  owner 
of  the  property,  and  the  public  who  ride.  The  problem  of 
retroactive  regulation  as  applied  to  elevators  now  in  use 
has  to  be  considered,  with  due  regard  to  the  safety  of  the 
public,  and  the  problem  of  keeping  up  with  the  advancement 
of  the  art,  for  new  and  safe  construction.  Appeals  for 
changes  in  one  or  another  of  the  regulations  has  caused  long- 
drawn-out  efforts  of  the  Board  to  bring  in  a  final  report. 
The  report  is  now  practically  complete,  and  will  probably 
be  in  operation  before  the  publication  of  the  Department 
report.  While  it  was  the  effort  of  the  Board  to  do  everything 
necessary  for  the  protection  and  safety  of  people  obliged 
to  ride  on  elevators,  considerable  discretion  had  to  be  used 
so  that  these  regulations  might  not  be  too  burdensome  on 
present  owners  of  elevators.     I  believe  that  a  perusal  of  the 
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revised  regulations  will  convince  any  fair-minded  person 
that  the  Board  has  accomplished  a  good  work  which  will 
repay  it  for  the  large  amount  of  time  spent  in  their  com- 
pilation. 

BUILDING    INSPECTION. 

The  requirements  of  law  relating  to  the  inspection  of 
buildings  are  contained  in  chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  refer  to  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  public  buildings,  theatres,  halls,  churches,  schools,  places 
of  assembly  and  places  of  public  resort,  factories,  hotels, 
lodging  and  apartment  houses,  and  buildings  containing  eight 
or  more  rooms  above  the  second  floor  occupied  for  either 
business  or  habitation,  and  also  including  the  ventilation 
and  sanitation  for  the  same.  The  Commissioner  is  em- 
powered to  make  regulations  governing  the  equipment  of  all 
the  above  classes  of  buildings.  Pamphlets  are  issued  con- 
taining these  regulations  with  the  purpose  of  uniform  en- 
forcement in  view  and  for  the  information  of  the  public, 
and  these  regulations  are  kept  abreast  of  the  progress  of 
science  in  the  development  of  appliances  and  methods  of 
construction;  also  the  requirements  for  the  survey  of  unsafe 
buildings  and  their  condemnation  in  cities  and  towns  having 
no  building  inspector;  the  inspection  of  elevators,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of 
Elevator  Regulations;  the  inspection  of  the  cinematograph, 
and  the  licensing  of  operators  of  the  same.  There  should 
be  no  question  as  to  the  value  of  the  enforcement  of  these 
laws,  so  vital  to  the  safety  of  the  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  covering,  as  they  do,  the  safe  occupancy  of  build- 
ings, the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  fire  therein,  the  licen- 
sing and  control  of  theatres,  halls,  etc.,  the  enforcement  of 
all  regulations  issued  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
for  the  safe  occupancy  of  buildings,  and  those  relating  to  the 
operation  of  cinematographs  or  moving-picture  machines, 
so  called.  The  enforcement  of  the  law  relating  to  the  ex- 
hibition of  motion  pictures  occupies  considerable  of  the  time 
of  this  section  of  the  Division.  The  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  use  of  these  machines  have  been  amended  somewhat 
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during  the  year.  It  would  seem  that  the  time  had  arrived 
when  the  people  interested  in  the  manufacture  and  produc- 
tion of  this  class  of  entertainment  should  be  compelled  to 
use  for  exhibition  purposes  something  other  than  the  highly 
inflammable  films  upon  which  these  pictures  are  printed; 
but  this  can  best  be  accomplished  by  the  enactment  of 
national  laws  relating  to  the  manufacture  and  transportation 
of  these  films.  Such  a  law  would  result  in  tremendous 
saving  to  the  government  and  to  the  people.

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BOARD   OF  BOILER  RULES. 

By  the  provisions  of  chapter  146  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
Board  of  Boiler  Rules  consists  of  the  Chief  of  Inspections  as 
chairman,  and  four  other  members  appointed  by  the  Com- 
missioner. This  Board  is  obliged  by  statute  to  hold  public 
hearings  on  petitions  for  changes  in  the  steam  boiler  rules, 
one  on  the  first  Thursday  in  May,  and  the  other  on  the  first 
Thursday  in  November.  If  any  changes  are  proposed,  the 
Board  under  the  law  must  take  them  under  advisement, 
which  it  does  in  executive  session  following  each  semi-annual 
hearing.  If  the  Board  approves  of  the  proposed  changes,  or 
desires  to  make  changes  on  its  own  initiative,  a  further  public 
hearing  must  be  advertised  and  held,  after  which  the  revised 
rules  are  submitted  to  the  Governor  and  Council  whose 
approval  gives  the  amended  rules  the  force  of  law. 

The  sum  of  $1,000  is  appropriated  for  salaries  of  the  four 
appointed  members  of  the  Board,  which,  for  the  thirteen 
meetings  held  during  the  past  year,  is  but  a  small  allowance 
for  the  services  rendered  by  these  men. 

In  past  years  differences  have  existed  between  the  boiler 
code  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  and 
the  steam  boiler  rules  formulated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  which  caused  some  inconvenience  to 
purchasers  of  boilers.  Most  of  these  differences  have  been 
reconciled;  the  few  remaining  ones  are  practically  agreed 
upon  for  adjustment,  with  very  little  change  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts rules.  These  rules  require  the  attention  of  men 
skilled  in  details  of  construction,  and  much  time  must  neces- 
sarily be  spent  before  final  decisions  can  be  reached. 

The  rules  thus  far  have  restricted  the  construction  of  steel 
boilers  for  pressures  of  100  pounds  or  more.  Petitions  for 
approval  of  special  construction  as  applied  to  boilers  to  be 
used  for  low-pressure  heating  purposes  have  been  frequent 
during  the  year,  as  such  boilers  are  coming  into  more  general 
use.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Board  is  about  ready 
to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
a  code  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  boilers  to  be  used 
solely  for  heating  purposes  at  low  pressures. 
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BOILER  INSPECTION. 

Chapter  146  of  the  General  Laws  relates  to  the  inspection, 
certification  and  operation  of  steam  boilers  in  the  Common- 
wealth, or  designated  as  MASSACHUSETTS  STANDARD 
wherever  constructed  by  an  authorized  manufacturer,  also 
the  inspection  and  certification  of  air  tanks,  and  of  safety 
valves  for  ammonia  compressors;  the  enforcement  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  formulated  by  the  Board  of  Boiler 
Rules,  as  provided  by  said  chapter  146;  the  examination  of 
applicants  for  licenses  as  engineers,  firemen  or  operators  of 
hoisting  machinery,  also  of  applicants  for  certificates  of 
competency  as  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  for  this  Common- 
wealth in  the  employ  of  authorized  insurance  companies. 
The  importance  of  boiler  inspection  should  not  be  under- 
estimated. Often  in  charge  of  people  none  too  competent, 
boilers  must  be  provided  with  such  safeguards  as  will  ensure 
safe  occupancy  of  the  buildings  in  which  they  are  located, 
and  afford  safety  to  the  public  on  the  adjacent  highways. 
There  is  probably  nothing  more  terrible  than  a  severe  boiler 
explosion;  its  destructiveness  can  never  be  prophesied,  and 
the  extent  of  injury  to  human  beings  is  something  which 
warrants  close  inspection  of  such  dangerous  machines. 

The  examinations  of  applicants  for  licenses  and  certificates 
of  competency  require  that  considerable  time  be  spent  by 
each  inspector,  and  although  the  result  of  the  examination  is 
generally  of  vital  importance  to  the  applicant,  and  the  exam- 
ination is  necessarily  technical  (particularly  for  the  higher 
grades  and  for  the  certificates  of  competency),  I  believe  there 
is  less  complaint  as  to  unfairness,  and  less  dissatisfaction 
from  these  examinations,  than  from  those  of  any  other  Board 
that  has  ever  existed.  A  supreme  effort  is  made  by  every 
means  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  each  applicant  for  the  li- 
cense or  certificate  applied  for,  and  if  he  can  demonstrate, 
by  his  own  methods,  to  the  inspectors  that  he  is  qualified,  a 
license  is  granted.

There  have  been  27,417  reports  of  steam  boiler  inspections 
and  535  reports  of  air  tank  inspections  made  by  insurance 
companies,  a  total  of  28,952  insurance  company  reports. 

The  twenty-two  authorized  insurance  companies  named 
above  have  in  their  employ  164  inspectors  of  steam  boilers 
and  air  tanks  who  hold  certificates  of  competency  issued  by 
this  Department.  Twenty-one  applicants  for  such  certificates 
were  examined  during  the  year,  6  of  whom  were  granted 
certificates  of  competency  as  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  for 
this  Commonwealth,  while  the  other  15  applicants  failed  in 
the  examination.

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DIVISION   OF   FIRE   PREVENTION. 


The  Division  of  Fire  Prevention  functions  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws. 
For  the  purpose  of  efficient  execution  of  the  duties  required 
by  the  law  pertaining  to  fires  and  their  prevention,  the 
efforts  of  the  division  are  directed  in  two  main  channels, 
namely,  Fire  Investigation  and  Fire  Prevention.  This  work 
comprehends  a  variety  of  operations  having  for  their  object 
results  which  are  difficult  of  achievement  under  the  most 
favorable  conditions.  The  work  of  the  division  is  performed 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal,  who,  in  ad- 
dition to  supervising  activities  in  this  direction  throughout 
the  State,  is  also  charged  with  the  duties  and  vested  with  the 
powers  of  Fire  Prevention  Commissioner  within  the  metro- 
politan district. 

FIRE    INVESTIGATION. 

The  law  requires  that  all  fires  in  the  city  of  Boston  and 
all  incendiary  fires  or  fires  of  unknown  or  suspicious  origin 
occurring  throughout  the  State  shall  be  investigated.  The 
inquiry  and  observation  necessary  to  accomplish  results  in 
this  direction  is  made  by  ten  officers  of  the  Division  of 
State  Police  detailed  in  the  Division  of  Fire  Prevention  for 
the  purpose.  They  are  assigned  to  allotted  districts  and 
perform  their  duties  under  the  direction  of  a  Chief  Fire 
Inspector  who  acts  as  assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal.  The 
assistant  to  the  Marshal  is  also  empowered  to  administer 
oaths  and  take  testimony  at  fire  inquests  as  provided  by  law. 
In  addition  to  the  investigation  of  the  causes  of  fires  these 
officers  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  in  general  with 
particular  regard  to  securing  observance  of  the  provisions 
of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the   Department  of  Public  Safety  pertaining  to 
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garages,  explosives,  fireworks  and  volatile  inflammable 
liquids  and  compounds.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the 
investigations,  prosecutions  and  inspections  made  by  the 
personnel  of  this  branch  of  the  division :  —

FIRE  PREVENTION. 

The  work  of  fire  prevention  has  been  conducted  during 
the  year  1922  in  the  same  manner  as  in  previous  years,  with 
the  object  in  view  of  reducing  the  fire  loss  in  the  State  as 
much  as  possible  with  the  means  available.  In  this  line  of 
work  there  have  been  employed  one  engineer  and  one  fire 
inspector,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  local  authorities  a 
large  number  of  inspections  have  been  made  and  complaints 
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remedied.  Where  persons  were  dilatory  in  complying  with 
written  notices  sent  to  them,  orders  have  been  served;  but 
only  in  a  small  number  of  cases  has  it  been  necessary  to 
invoke  the  assistance  of  the  courts. 

The  scarcity  of  anthracite  coal  has  forced  people  in  many 
cases  to  resort  to  some  substitute  for  fuel.  In  this  direction 
a  cheap  device  with  gravity  flow  for  burning  kerosene  oil  by 
vaporizing  has  been  adopted  by  those  who  were  not  finan- 
cially able  to  secure  a  better  and  safer  means  of  heating  their 
homes.  This  has  introduced  an  increased  fire  hazard  in 
many  buildings,  mostly  dwelling  houses.  No  permits  are 
required  in  such  cases  except  where  the  amount  of  oil  kept 
or  stored  exceeds  twenty  gallons  at  any  one  time,  and  then 
a  permit  must  be  secured  from  the  head  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment; but  no  receptacle  containing  oil  with  a  capacity  ex- 
ceeding twenty  gallons  can  be  connected  to  such  devices. 

This  method  of  heating  dwelling  houses  in  this  part  of  the 
country  is  something  new  and  is  being  carefully  looked  after, 
but  so  far  no  serious  accidents  or  fires  have  occurred  from 
this  source. 

The  loss  by  fire  is  annually  increasing  in  ihis  Common- 
wealth. It  can  be  much  reduced  by  better  building  con- 
struction; by  the  installation  of  automatic  sprinkler  systems 
in  the  basements  of  factories,  commercial  and  office  build- 
ings, hotels,  apartment,  lodging  and  school  houses,  and  in 
churches;  by  less  carelessness  in  the  use  of  matches  and 
cigarettes;  and  more  caution  in  the  care  of  fires  in  dwelling 
houses.

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Fuel-oil  Bukning  Installations. 

The  demonstrated  economy  of  operation  of  fuel-oil  burning 
equipment  has  resulted  in  an  increased  demand  on  the  ad- 
ministrative and  supervisory  functions  of  the  Division  of 
Fire  Prevention.  Fuel-oil  burning  systems  introduce  a  fire 
hazard  and  the  protection  of  life  and  property  on  the 
premises,  and,  in  communities  where  installations  are  made, 
necessitate  careful  supervision  by  the  engineer  of  this 
division. 

This  necessity  commences  with  the  inception  of  each  par- 
ticular project  of  installation,  and  comprehends  a  scrutiny  of 
plans,  suggestions  for  improvement  and  final  approval  or 
disapproval.  The  duties  of  the  engineer  include,  also,  the 
inspection  of  the  specific  hazard  and  observation  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  the  work  is  performed  in 
accordance  with  the  standard  requirements. 

When  application  is  made  to  the  government  of  the  city 
or  town  where  installation  of  fuel-oil  burning  equipment  is 
projected,  for  a  license  and  permit  to  maintain  and  conduct 
the  same,  it  is  required  that  a  plan  showing  the  layout  of  the 
entire  plant  or  premises  be  presented  to  this  Department  for 
examination.  This  plan  must  show  the  manner  in  which  the 
installation  is  to  be  made,  the  facilities  for  storage  of  the 
fuel  oil,  and  the  devices  of  protection  afforded  in  the  matter 
of  supply,  consumption  and  control. 

The  city  or  town  in  which  the  hazard  exists  is  thus  af- 
forded the  benefit  of  the  services  and  technical  skill  of  the 
engineer  of  the  division  in  securing  the  proper  installation  of 
the  system  and  surrounding  the  lives  and  property  of  all 
concerned  with  the  required  safeguards  and  protection. 
Owing  to  conditions  created  by  the  coal  strike  and  the  con- 
sequent scarcity  of  coal  for  heating  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, the  demand  for  fuel-oil  burning  equipment  has  in- 
creased, and  numerous  recent  installations  have  been  made. 

The  following  tabulation  shows  the  location  and  class  of 
buildings  where  fuel-oil  burning  equipment  is  maintained:  — 
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STATE  BOXING   COMMISSION. 


A  little  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  since  legalized 
boxing  has  been  operative  in  Massachusetts.  It  hardly 
seems  necessary  to  say  that  conditions  governing  this 
branch  of  sport  have  improved,  for  its  conduct  as  regulated 
by  this  Commission  is  so  immeasurably  better  than  before 
that  it  continually  elicits  praise  and  commendation  from 
not  only  those  who  are  participants,  but  from  much  of  our 
citizenry  who  take  no  other  interest  than  that  of  safeguard- 
ing the  public,  compliance  with  the  law  and  decency. 

A  glance  at  the  financial  return  will  show  that  receipts 
have  fallen  off  considerably  from  those  of  last  year,  both  in 
licenses  granted  to  ring  officials  and  boxers,  their  managers 
and  seconds,  and  in  receipts  from  exhibitions  as  well. 

The  reason  for  this  is,  in  the  case  of  ring  officials  particu- 
larly, that  the  Commission  has  seen  fit  to  eliminate  a  num- 
ber of  men  who  were  found  unfitted  for  the  duty  required, 
and  it  is  now  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  license  only 
men  of  known  experience  in  the  game  and  otherwise  reliable. 
This  action  has  reduced  the  number  of  licenses  issued,  and, 
necessarily,  the  amount  of  revenue  from  that  source. 

The  decrease  in  amount  received  from  exhibitions  is  due, 
in  part,  to  unemployment  during  a  major  portion  of  the 
year,  hence  a  reduction  in  attendance,  thus  cutting  down 
the  receipts  upon  which  the  amount  paid  to  the  Common- 
wealth is  based.  Then,  too,  there  were  116  less  exhibitions 
in  1922. 

Co-operation  in  the  matter  of  penalties  between  this  and 
other  States  continues  to  the  benefit  of  the  sport  and  there- 
fore to  all  its  patrons. 

The  Commission  has  steadfastly  refused  to  permit  the 
staging  of  contests  where  it  was  proposed  that  champions 
of  wide  reputation  were  to  be  the  contestants,  for  the  reason 
that  we  do  not  feel  that  sufficient  money  can  be  offered  by 
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any  local  organization  to  warrant  the  best  efforts  of  such 
contenders. 

The  appearance  of  such  people,  owing  to  their  reputation 
and  prominence,  would  tend,  we  think,  to  the  demoraliza- 
tion of  the  sport  in  this  vicinity  and  delusion  of  the  public 
as  to  the  honesty  of  the  contest. 

The  Commission  is  not  opposed  to  the  scientific  exhibition 
of  boxing  as  demonstrated  by  such  people. 

The  law  governing  boxing,  together  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  adopted,  approved  and  issued,  appears  to  meet 
all  requirements  thus  far  presented  in  the  good  conduct  of 
the  sport,  hence  I  do  not  recommend  any  further  legislation.
